YEAST FOR PELLAGRA. 
F we are to follow in the footsteps of 
Italy, we may expect pellagra to dis- 
appear from the United States in less 
than fifty.years. To the ordinary 
man, this is a very gratifying prediction. 
But the man who has pellagra gets no 
personal satisfaction out of it. What he 
wants somebody to tell him is a way to 
be cured. That is exactly what Dr. Goid- 
-berger and his associates are trying to 
tell all the people who have pellagra, 
and all the physicians who are attending 
people who have that disease. 
| In substance, Dr. Goldberger says to 
people who have pellagra—throw away 
your bottles of so-called pellagra specifics 
| and pellagra cures. Pin your faith to 
diet and yeast. He gives one-half to one 
ounce—roughly, two level tablespoonfuls 
—of brewers’ yeast. 3 to 6 times a day. 
Yeast dries well, and, having been dried, 
keeps well. Drying yeast does not ma- 
terially lessen its curative power.
